Feed your straw 
to Btock, or at least plow it under to 
improve the soil. 
This is ,the practi­ 
cal piece of conservation policy the 
experts at the university farm are 
urging upon the farmers of California. 
Lack of rain during the past wintc 
has brought it to PBBS that the pros­ 
pects are not very promising for the 
1913 grain crop in many parts of the 
state. 
Soil treatment 
and 
time of 
planting, say the university farm peo­ 
ple, have also Influenced this point 
considerably, and account in part for 
the pack of uniformity In fields even 
on the same ranch, the earlier planted 
fields having benefited this season be 
causa of having had the advantage of 
the first rains.

hay is recognized by rnoBt California 
farmers, but regardless of the 
fact 
that they make a good roughage, oat 
barley, and wheat straw are used to 
a very small extent. 
The 
common 
practice on many farms where grain 
is raised is- to harvest the grain with 
a combined 
harvester, 
scatter 
the 
straw over the fields, and lutor rake 
it into piles or windrows to be burn­ 
ed. Even the benefit of returning the 
straw to the soil is Ignored, and in 
return for that which is removed in 
the form of grain and straw, nothing 
la returned which can be used as a 
part of the plant food supply tor the 
next year's crop, or which will im­ 
prove the soil physically.

of many prospective citizens.

talk about that are true, it seems idle and childish to lie about condi­ 
tions.

Only a few men who nave eyer been 
Immediately 
exposed

The other survivors 
have sought other work where the 
risks are less. Said one of them:

ing up toward 80. Quick as a flash I 
saw that something bad gone wrong, 
and. one after nnothor, 1 turned on the 
cold, shut off the glycerin and turned 
on the air. No one ever watched any­ 
thing more anxiously than I d|d that 
thermometer. 
But the mercury kept 
ou climbing.

I had yell­ 
ed at him to run. But he stood there 
as cool as a cucumber, saying that he 
didn't think there was much danger.

The fraction of a second 
that 1 saved by taking theiwindow 
probably added a good many years to 
my life.
